The greateſt was huilt by Chemmis King of Egypt, ©: WM + 
a ſtately Monument of his Puiſſence, and to be lis 
Sepulchre after his Death, it was placed about 16 of 
our Miles from Aempins or Grand Cairo; it was about 
the length of ſix Acres of Land in heighth, as one 
that was an Eye-witheſs, I mean Diodorus, affirms, 
an Italian Traveller ſays it was 250 Degrees high, 
and that it is built of a hard Arabian Stone, every 
one being about 30 Foot long, another ſays, this 
Pyramid was 1440 Foot high. Chemnis was by the 
People in a Mutiny. torn in Peices, . and ſo never 
got the intended Honour of lying in ſo coſtly a Se. 
pulchre, He was ſucceeded in his Kingdom of #- 
yt by Cepbus his Brother, who imitated alſo his 
vain glorious Actions, in erecting another Pyramide 
leſſer than the former. The laſt Pyramid was built 
by King Aicerinus, or as ſome Authors ſay, by tic 
notorious Strumpet Rhadape, upon this appears 
great Head of black Marble of 102 foot round about 
the Temples, about: 6 Foot high from the Chin to 
the Crown of the Head, and ſome ſay a5 Foot from 
the Noſe to either Ear, ſo that 'tis ten to one this 
Head could never hear; it ſelf ſneeze. If we may 
believe our own Country-Man Mr. Sands, theſe Py- 
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ramids do remain to this very Day, tho when |: 

ſaw them they were extreamly defac'd by time. 
 Plinny in his 36 Book and th Chapter, ſpeaks of 
the fourth Wonder, which was the Mauſoleum of C. 

ria, Queen Artemiſia built it as à Sepulchre Fel. 1 
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{cceaſed Husband Mauſolus, ſhe enrich'd it with fo 
many rare Ornaments, that it was worthily eſteem'd 
one of the greateſt Wonders in the World; hence it 
is that all Stately Funeral Monuments are now call'd 
Mauſolea. This Queen did love her Husband to 
that degree, that beſides this Edifice which ſhe Erg- 
cted for him, ſhe cauſed the Aſhes of his conſumed 
Body to be put into a Cup of Wine, and dtank them 
to give him a Lodging next to her Heart. 


The Mauſolexm was built at the Charge of Ar- 
temiſia, by four of the moſt excellent Artificers of 


that time, it was four ſquare, 411 foot in compaſs, 
and 45 Cubits high, the ſquare looking Eaſt, was

Braſs was there, and then cheap, yet 
it coſt about 44000 Pounds Engliſh Money; it was 
placed at the Entrance into the Harbour of the City, 
with the right Foot ſtanding on the one ſide of the 
Land, and the left Foot on the other, between the 
Legs of this prodigious Coloſs the talleſt Ships with 
their Maſts did enter into the Haven; ſome ſay 
it was broke down by the Sarazens that took the 
Ile of Rhodes in the Year of our Lord 684, when 
it was beat in Peices, they loaded above goo Camels 


with it yy ooh ſay that it fell down to the Ground 


by an Earthquake, and that few Men was able with 


both their Arms to embrace its little Finger, which

The ſixth of the ſeven Wonders was the noble 
Statue of Jupiter Olympits, it was made by one I/. 
dias an Athenian, and was an hundred and fy 
Cubits high, the Botly, as the former, was made of 
Braſs, but the Head was of Pure Gold; it was erect. 
ed at the Charge of the Eleens, a noble People of 
Greece in thoſe Days, and placed in a Temple de- 
dicated to the ſaid Jupiter; this Temple was aftcr- 
wards enriched with many curious Repreſentations, 
and excellent Statues, as Hiſtorians report: This 
Jupiter was ſitting in a Chair half naked, being only 
cover'd from the Girdle downwards ; in the right 


Hand he held an Eagle, and in the left a Scepter; 


the upper Part uncover d, fignif'd that God is known 
to the Angels and bleſſed Souls above, while the 
cover'd lower Parts ſhow, that he to the inferiour 
Creatures hides himfelf in his Works. Suctonius in 
the Life of Caligula informs us, that that Emperour 


endeavour'd to tranſport this Statue to Rome; but 


' thoſe that were employ'd about it were ſo ſtrangely 


frighted by ſome unexpected prodigious Accidents, 
that they deſiſted from the Enterpriſe. ' 

But the greateſt Wonder, and moſt imcomparable 
Work, was the Temple of Diana at Epheſus ; theie 


. were to be ſeen in it an 127 large Pillars, each Pillar 


was the ſole Enterpriſe and Work of a King, who 


was refolv'd that his Piety and Magnificence ſhould 


— 


be largely expreſt in the Beauty and Richneſs of his 


Pillar; this Temple, by the Heathens dedicated to 
Diana, was firſt begun by Creſiphon, and ſeated doubt- 


leſs, for fear of Earthquakes, in a low mariſh grovnd; 


its length was four hundred and twenty five Foot, 


and 220 in it's breadth: It was rebuilt by Alu- 


ander. 
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ders Command, by his Engineer, who lay'd the 
foundation and deſigned the Ground of the City of 
Alexandria in Egypt, his Name was Dinocrates. 

ThuShave 1 given you a ſhort account of theſe 
great Wonders, of which little remains now but 
their Names, nay, of ſome of them nothing is extant 
more than their Names; thus we ſee Death and Ob- 
livion ſeize, or will ſeize on all things.

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powerful and ſalutiferous in their Effects and Vir- 
, tues, and their Operations better known. By the 


Flood, the Earth became more Cold, loſt much of her 
Fatneſs and Fruitfulneſs, whence the Herbs and all 
the Productions of the Earth became more Fecble, 
Languid, and remiſs in their Operations; beſides Age 
and unſeaſonable Weather, (for which the laſt late 
Years have been remarkable, ) mightily added to 
the general Infertility of the Earth, and Inability of 
her Product. + * 
Laſtly, formerly Men were more regular in their 
Lives, more natural in their Actions, and more mo- 


derate in their Deſires; but now Exceſs and Glut- 


tony, indulg'd by ſtrange and new invented Ways

In Sacred Writers we have frequent Mention made 
of the Red-Sea, but why it was ſo call'd, there are 
few can · tell; Scaliger is of opinion, that it had not 
its Name from the redneſs of the Water or Sand, as 
ſome weakly imagine, but from the neighbouring 
Edomites, who were ſo called from their Father Edom, 
which word Edom ſignifies Red, hence they living 
near this Sea, may be thought to give Name to it.

whereby we may make a reaſonable conjecture when 
they will h -| ; tho* ſome pretend by their Baro- 
meter to do Wonders, but bow little is perform'd 

that way, every one that hath made Obſervations'on 
the Weather can tell. Nay, 'tis Madneſs to pretend 
to know any thing to come, but by and in its Cauſe ; 
Therefore the A ologer hath more Reaſon on his 
ſide than the Barometer Pretenders, becauſe he' ſays, 
That all Superior and vaſtBodies influence the Inferior and 
er Bodies; Then he fabſurnes, But the Stars and 
eavenly Bodies are the moſt Superior and  vaſteſt of 
Bodies, Therefore inferior and leſſer things are Influenc'd 
by the Stari, Thus you ſee the Aſtrologer has ſome- 
ing to ſay that looks like Reaſon, if his Maj 
be true, tho”, if we grant all he fays, it do's not fol-
